May  3,  1942 — Called  to  Springfield  on  account  of  fire  in  Mine  B. 
Three  team  members  and  Superintendent  Wright  worked  26  hours  with 
rock  dust,  and  putting  in  seals  to  control  fire. 

May  30,  1942 — Called  to  Crown  Mine  pond  at  Belleville.  Daniel 
Maloney  drowned.  Used  artificial  respiration  and  oxygen  for  3^2  hours 
before  the  doctor  pronounced  him  dead. 

July  8,  1942 — Called  to  Scott  Field  where  Earl  Krummerich  was 
electrocuted  while  working  on  an  electrical  wood  drill.  Used  artificial 
respiration  and  oxygen  for  2  hours,  then  doctor  pronounced  him  dead. 

July  19,  1942 — Called  to  Heiligenstein's  lake  at  Freeburg.  Chester 
Bowers  was  drowned  and  in  the  water  for  more  than  1  hour.  Did  not 
use  oxygen  because  body  was  rigid  and  doctor  pronounced  him  dead. 


May  17,  1942 — The  Superintendent  was  called  to  the  Benton  City 
Hall  where  Harry  Durham  had  been  overcome  with  chlorine  gas. 
Worked  with  Superintendent  and  Dr.  George  Burkhart.  Worked  with 
this  man  until  5  :00  a.  m.  when  the  man  recovered. 

May  31,  1942 — About  6  :00  a.  m.,  the  Superintendent  was  called  to 
the  Benton  lake.  Thomas  Young,  age  46,  had  been  in  the  water  for 
about  114  hours.  Worked  with  artificial  respiration  for  2  hours,  and 
Dr.  Burkhart  pronounced  him  dead. 

October  9,  1942 — The  Superintendent  and  rescue  team  were  called 
at  11 :00  p.  m.  to  go  to  Peabody  No.  18,  West  Frankfort  on  account  of  a 
fire  in  southeast  haulage  way.  Arrived  at  the  mine  at  12 :30  a.  m.,  and 
the  fire  being  under  control  at  that  time  did  not  go  into  the  mine.  A 
motorman  was  killed  in  a  fall  of  rock. 

October  23,  1942 — At  5  :50  p.  m..  Superintendent  and  rescue  team 
was  called  to  West  Mine  at  West  Frankfort  on  account  of  a  fire.  When 
we  arrived  at  the  mine  the  men  were  out  and  they  found  the  fire  to  be 
in  the  fan  house,  and  the  West  Frankfort  Fire  Department  had  it  under 
control. 

October  27,  1942 — At  10:00  p.  m.,  Superintendent  and  mine  rescue 
team  called  to  Nason  Mine  on  account  of  a  fire  in  the  mine.    Fire  started 
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in  the  generator  room  in  main  south  haulage  way.  Air  was  reversed, 
fire  was  fought  with  rock  dust,  and  large  fire  extinguishers  until  it  was 
brought  under  control.    About  200  cars  of  burning  gob  were  loaded  out, 

BENLD. 

May  4  and  5,  1942 — Superintendent  and  rescue  team  called  to  Mine 
B,  Springfield  on  account  of  fire. 

May  8-16,  1942 — Called  to  Superior  Coal  Company  Fo.  1  where 
water  had  broken  through  from  an  abandoned  adjacent  mine,  and  helped 
recover  4  bodies. 

May  10,  1942 — Called  to  Superior  Coal  Company  No.  2  where  a 
boy  had  been  drowned  in  mine  pond.    He  did  not  recover, 

June  28,  1942 — Called  to  a  farm  pond  at  Staunton  where  two  girls 
had  drowned.    No  recoveries. 

DUQUOIN, 

May  3,  1942 — 11 :00  p.  m.,  called  Superintendent  and  team  to  mine 
fire  at  Mine  B,  Springfield.  Worked  in  the  mine  all  day,  Eetumed  to 
DuQuoin  at  5:00  a,  m.  May  5, 

June  27,  1942 — Called  to  Percy  Strip  Mine  where  man  was 
electrocuted.  Used  artificial  respiration  for  4  hours  then  the  doctor 
pronounced  him  dead. 

July  2,  1942 — Called  to  New  Merchants  Hotel  where  a  woman  was 
thought  to  be  dead  or  dying.  IJsed  inhalator  and  gave  artificial  respira- 
tion for  30  minutes.    The  doctor  pronounced  her  dead. 

ELDORADO. 

January  1,  1942 — Superintendent  and  team  called  to  Peabody 
Mine  No.  47  at  Harco. 

January  2,  1942 — Called  to  same  mine  at  Harco  on  account  of  an 
explosion  at  this  mine  on  December  28,  1941. 

August  21,  1942 — 10:00  p,  m.,  called  to  Wasson  Coal  Co.,  mine 
No.  1  where  Ben  Gasaway  fas  electrocuted.  Went  into  the  mine  at  10 :15 
p.  m.,  gave  artificial  respiration  for  2  hours  with  no  success. 

August  28,  1942 — Answered  call  to  Eldorado  Hospital  to  administer 
oxygen  to  a  two  day  old  baby.    Worked  for  45  minutes  with  no  success. 

December  25,  1942 — Called  to  an  abandoned  mine  shaft  between 
Eldorado  and  Equality  to  recover  body  of  a  woman.  Body  apparently 
had  been  in  the  water  for  several  weeks.    Person  unknown. 


HEREIN. 

Called  to  a  place  about  3  miles  south  of  Herrin  to  use  the  inhalator 
on  a  boy  drowned.    Was  not  successful. 

Called  to  Crab  Orchard  lake.  A  man  had  drowned  and  they  were 
7  hours  finding  the  body. 

Called  to  City  Hall  to  move  a  sick  man  on  stretcher. 

Call  from  Hospital  for  oxygen  for  an  emergency  case. 
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October  15,  1942 — Superintendent  and  Eescue  team  called  to  Pea- 
body  Mine  No.  18,  West  Frankfort  on  account  of  fire  in  main  entry. 
When  we  arrived  at  the  mine,  the  fire  was  under  control.  One  employee 
of  the  mine  lost  his  life  in  the  fire. 

Called  to  East  Side  Mine  at  Johnston  City,  for  Breathing  Apparatus 
where  gas  was  escaping  at  old  air  shaft. 

Called  to  Peabody  Mine  18  West  Frankfort,  mine  fire. 

Called  to  the  West  Mine  at  West  Frankfort,  mine  fire  at  air  shaft. 

Called  to  Nason  by  Consolidated  Coal  Company  on  account  of  mine 
fire. 

Called  to  Illiopolis  Ordnance  Plant  to  give  apparatus  instructions. 

SPRINGFIELD 

May  3,  1942 — Superintendent  and  Eescue  team  called  to  Mine  B, 
Springfield  on  account  of  mine  fire.    Fire  sealed  at  11 :00  p.  m..  May  4. 

May  9,  1942 — Called  to  Superior  Coal  Co.  mine  No.  1  to  aid  in 
recovery  work  on  account  of  flood  waters  from  abandoned  adjacent  mine. 
There  were  4  bodies  recovered  and  gases  cleared  from  mine. 

May  21,  1942 — 12:30  a.  m.  answered  a  call  to  the  Panther  Creek 
Mine  No.  4  on  account  of  fire.  Fire  sealed  at  6:00  a.  m..  May  22. 
There  were  14  head  of  mules  lost  in  fire. 

The  Springfield  station  has  cooperated  with  American  Eed  Cross 
and  First  Aid  Training  for  various  groups  in  National  Defense.
